We  took  another  important  step,  and  we  were 
enrolled  as  freshmen  in  the  Norwood  High 
School  with  Mr.  J.  M.  Dry  as  our  sponsor.  We 
were  somewhat  frightened  but  delighted  with 
the  new  life  we  were  about  to  lead.  The  next 
year  as  sophomores  we  had  become  better 
acquainted  with  high  school,  and  we  had  many 
nice  times  with  Miss  Bess  Ivey  as  our  sponsor. 
Again  in  our  Junior  year,  Miss  Ivey  was  our 
sponsor.  This  was  the  year  we  had  long  wait- 
ed for--the  year  we  gave  our  Junior-Senior 
Banquet,  and  we  really  did  keep  the  Seniors 
guessing.  Then  on  March  17  the  Juniors  with 
the  care  and  guidance  of  their  lovely  sponsor 
gave  in  the  Hotel  Albemarle  a banquet  they 
will  long  remember.  On  February  23  another 
exciting  thing  happened  to  us:  We  received 

our  class  rings.  This  year  we  lost  Sadie  and 
Sarah  Nichols,  Jane  Whitley,  Martha  Ann  Ty- 
son, Patsy  Lee,  Patsy  Britt,  Graham  Maner, 
Bobby  Byrd,  Donald  McIntyre,  and  Frank  Poplin. 

By  this  time  we  had  begun  to  think  seriously 
of  our  future.  When  we  returned  to  school  our 
last  year,  most  of  us  had  decided  what  we 
wanted  most  in  life. 

Now  in  1950  and  1951  thirty- three  grown- 
up boys  and  girls  are  reigning  as  seniors! 
All  our  dreams  are  coming  true,  with  Mrs.  A. 
D.  McNeill  as  our  beloved  sponsor.  No  one 
could  have  wished  for  a more  generous,  under- 
standing, and  sympathetic  teacher  than  this 
lovely  blue-eyed  lady.  We  all  love  and  adore 
her  sincerely,  and  envy  all  other  classes  who 
will  have  her  as  their  Senior  leader.  This 
year  the  Senior  Class  lost:  Mary  Honeycutt, 

Don  Brewer,  Franklin  Thompson,  Bobby  Hal- 
comb. 

Now  we  must  look  toward  graduation  with 
much  gladness  yet  sadly  too— because  we  will 
have  to  leave  the  place  where  we  have  had  so 
much  fun.  Looking  back  over  these  twelve 
years  the  things  we  had  dreamed  of  had  really 
come  true.  We  will  always  cherish  these  mem- 
ories of  Norwood  High  School  with  love  and 
adoration.
